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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. This action is in response to the requested for continued examination filed on July 13, 2009. 

2. Claims 23, 28 have been amended. 

3. Claims 29 have been newly added. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's newly recited claim limitation along with remark, see Page 2-8, filed July 
13, 2009, with respect to claims 15, 23,24,26-29 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejection of claims 23, 24, 26, 27-29 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 23, 24, 26 - 29 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 23, 24, 26, 
27-29 are allowable with respect to manipulator control system where the control system 
comprising main computer module and multiple drive modules, where each of the multiple drive 
modules comprising a drive unit, an interface, a power supply and an axis computer. The prior 
art reference, Stoddard et al ( US Pat No 6697681 ) used in the previous rejection shown a robot 
network along with main control unit as main computer module, portable operating unit as drive 
module; however, Stoddard et al does not show at least two drive module being operatively 
connected to one of the at least two manipulators and to at least one of the main computer 
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module and one of the at least two drive modules, where the drive module comprising an drive 
unit, an interface, a power supply.
